BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Borough Council of the Borough of
Lakehurst, County of Ocean, State of New Jersey, as follows:

2-20 FIRE DEPARTMENT
2-20.1 Recognition

The Lakehurst Volunteer Fire Company No. 1 (hereby referred to as the Fire
Department) is hereby recognized as the Fire Department of the Borough of Lakehurst.
Its members and officers are recognized as public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst
and as such, are accountable to the Mayor and Council for its operations.

2-20. 2 Duties and Responsibilities of the Fire Department

a. The Fire Department shall be responsible for all fire suppression activities in
the Borough and is under the direction of the Fire Chief.

b. The Fire Department shall interact with other local agencies and departments
(Police Department, Office of Emergency Management, First Aid Squad, etc.) as well as
County, State, and Federal agencies in order to provide fire protection.

c. The Fire Department is organized under the laws of the State of New Jersey as
a non-profit corporation existing to serve the public in a public trust. The Fire
Department shall be responsible for its own organization as deemed appropriate under the
New Jersey Division of Fire Safety, including administration, elections, training, record-
keeping, financial reporting, and social functions. It shall also keep and maintain the
building, grounds, equipment and other contents in its section of the Emergency Services
Complex.

d. The Fire Department shall elect its own administrative officers to conduct such
business as required to fulfill its obligations as a non-profit corporation.

e. All expenditures of the funds provided by the Lakehurst Borough Council will
be made through the Borough’s purchase order system

b. The Fire Chief, Assistant Chief and other line officers shall be elected on the
basis of their fitness for duty, including training, certification, education and experience.
As public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst, all line officers shall be under the
direction of the Mayor and Council and shall be duly sworn. Such direction shall be
administrative in nature and is not meant to grant any line authority over Fire Department
officers during Fire Department operations.

c. The Fire Chief shall be responsible for all Fire Department apparatus and
equipment. The Fire Chief shall make regular reports to the Mayor and Council on the
operations of the Department and the status of the equipment and apparatus.

d. The Fire Chief shall be responsible for all training, certification, education and
the record-keeping of such documents for all members.

f. A copy of the Rules and Regulations, as well as a copy of the Fire Department's
Constitution and By-Laws shall be on file with the Municipal Clerk and updated as
necessary.

BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Borough Council of the Borough of
Lakehurst, County of Ocean, State of New Jersey, as follows:

2-31.1 LAKEHURST FIRST AID

2-3.1 Recognition. The Lakehurst First Aid Squad, Inc. (the First Aid Squad) is hereby
recognized as the First Aid Squad for the Borough of Lakehurst (the Borough), and its
members and officers as public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst and as such, are
accountable to the Mayor and Council for all operations.

2-31.2 Duties and Responsibilities of the First Aid Squad

a. The First Aid Squad shall be responsible for all emergency medical services
(EMS) in the Borough and is under the direction of the First Aid Captain.

b. The First Aid Squad shall interact with other local agencies and departments
(Police Department, Office of Emergency Management, Fire Department, etc.) as well as
County, State, and Federal agencies in order to provide emergency medical services
(EMS).

c. The First Aid Squad is organized under the laws of the State of New Jersey as
a non-profit corporation existing to serve the public in a public trust. The First Aid
Squad shall be responsible for its own organization as deemed appropriate under the New
Jersey Department of Health, including administration, elections, training, record-
keeping, financial reporting, and social functions.

d. The First Aid Squad shall elect its own administrative officers to conduct such
business as required to fulfill its obligations as a non-profit corporation.

e. The First Aid Squad shall provide an annual accounting of all financial
expenditures, performed by an independent Certified Public Accountant, relating to the
Borough's annual donation. Said report shall be provided to the Municipal Clerk no later
than August 1 of the following year. Failure to provide this accounting may result in loss
of funding.

f. It shall be unlawful for anyone to possess or use alcoholic beverages in, on or
around the First Aid Squad apparatus or in, on or around the building and grounds known



as the Emergency Services Complex without the written approval by the Mayor and
Council (the Governing Body). Such approval may be given for hall rentals or for special
purposes only for specific dates and hours and with other limitations or restrictions which
the Governing Body may deem appropriate.

g. The First Aid Squad shall assist the Municipal Emergency Management
Coordinator in the establishment and updating of written plans to protect the citizens of
Lakehurst during a disaster.

h. All First Aid Squad operations shall be conducted in a manner consistent with
the intent of all provisions of the Emergency Medical Technician standards of the State of
New Jersey.

2-31.3 First Aid Squad Line Authority

a. The First Aid Squad shall elect its own line officers who shall be responsible
for all EMS activities in the Borough. These activities include, but are not limited to,
first aid calls and responses, training, education, certification and apparatus maintenance.
All line officers shall be Lakehurst residents.

b. The First Aid Captain and other line officers shall be elected on the basis of
their fitness for duty, including training, certification, education and experience. As
public officials of the Borough of Lakehurst, all line officers shall be under the direction
of the Mayor and Council and shall be duly sworn. Such direction shall be administrative
in nature and is not meant to grant any line authority over First Aid Squad officers during
First Aid Squad operations.

c. The Captain shall be responsible for all Squad apparatus and equipment.

d. The Captain shall be responsible for all training, certification, education and
the record-keeping of such documents for all members.

e. The Captain may establish rules and regulations as necessary in order to
provide for efficient departmental operations.

f. A copy of the Rules and Regulations, as well as a copy of the First Aid Squad's
Constitution and By-Laws shall be on file with the Municipal Clerk and updated as
necessary. Additionally, each year a recall roster and membership roster shall be
provided to the Clerk. Any changes to the roster during the year are to be promptly
reported.

2-31.5 Membership in the Lakehurst First Aid Squad, Inc.

Membership in the First Aid Squad shall consist of the following:



1. Submission of completed application as required by the First Aid Squad.
Every application shall contain a waiver authorizing the Police Department to conduct a
criminal background check from government and private agencies. Following a
successful background check, the application must be approved by the Governing Body.

2. All applicants shall be a minimum of eighteen (18) years of age, unless Cadet
status of at least sixteen (16) years of age.

3. All applicants shall be a resident of the Borough of Lakehurst. Any applicant
not a resident may request a residency waiver by the Governing Body, with justification
as to why such a waiver should be granted.

ORDINANCE #2018-09

BE IT ORDAINED by the Borough Council of the Borough of Lakehurst, County of
Ocean and State of New Jersey, as follows:

l. Purpose: The purpose of this Ordinance is to amend Chapter XXV, Land Development,
of the Revised General Ordinances of the Borough of Lakehurst in response to
amendments to the Pinelands Comprehensive Management Plan effective January 3,
2012, September 2, 2014, and March 5, 2018.

. Chapter XXV, Zoning, Article 11, Definitions, 825.3.3, Pinelands Comprehensive
Management Plan, is hereby amended by adding the following terms to those listed that
are utilized in Chapter XXV and defined in the Comprehensive Management Plan:

Immediate Family; and
Solar Energy Facility.

[1l.  Chapter XXV, Land Use Administration, §25-4.7, Pinelands Review Procedures, is
hereby amended by revising subsection a.2 as follows:

2. Except as proved in paragraph 3. below, the following shall not be subject to the
procedures set forth in this section:

(@)-(f) (No change.)

(9) The construction of any addition or accessory structure for any non-
residential use or any multi-family residential structure provided that:

[1] If the addition or structure will be located on or below an existing
impervious surface, either the existing use is served by public
sewers or the addition or structure will generate no wastewater
flows, and said addition or structure will cover an area of no more
than 4,999 square feet; and



[2] If the addition or structure will not be located on or below an
impervious surface, said addition or structure will generate no
wastewater flows and will cover an area of no more than 1,000
square feet.

(h)-(J) (No change.)

(K) The repaving of existing paved roads and other paved surfaces, provided
no increase in the paved width or area of said roads and surfaces will
occur.

() The clearing of land solely for agricultural or horticultural purposes.
(m)-(r) (No change.)

(s) The installation of an accessory solar energy facility on any existing
structure or impervious surface.

® The installation of a local communications facilities antenna on an existing
communications or other suitable structure, provided such antenna is not
inconsistent with any comprehensive plan for local communications
facilities approved by the Pinelands Commission pursuant to N.J.A.C.
7:50-5.4(c)6.

(v) The establishment of a home occupation within an existing dwelling unit
or structure accessory thereto, provided that no additional development is
proposed.

(v)  The change of one nonresidential use to another nonresidential use,
provided that the existing and proposed uses are or will be served by
public sewers and no additional development is proposed.

Chapter XXV, Land Use Administration, §25-4.7, Pinelands Review Procedures, is
hereby amended by replacing subsection 4.7d, Notices to the Pinelands Commission, in
its entirety and replacing it with the following:

d. Notices to the Pinelands Commission.



Application submission and modifications. Written notification shall be given by
the Borough, by email or regular mail, to the Pinelands Commission within seven
days after a determination is made by the Borough that an application for
development in the Pinelands Area is complete or if a determination is made by
the Borough approval agency that the application has been modified. Said notice
shall contain:

@) The name and address of the applicant;

(b) The legal description and street address, if any, of the parcel that the
applicant proposes to develop;

(© A brief description of the proposed development, including uses and
intensity of uses proposed:;

(d) The application number of the Certificate of Filing issued by the Pinelands
Commission and the date on which it was issued,;

(e The date on which the application, or any change thereto, was filed and
any application number or other identifying number assigned to the
application by the approval agency;

()] The approval agency with which the application or change thereto was
filed;

(9) The content of any change made to the application since it was filed with
the Commission, including a copy of any revised plans or reports; and

(h) The nature of the municipal approval or approvals being sought.

Meetings and hearings. Where a meeting, hearing or other formal proceeding on
an application for development approval in the Pinelands Area is required, the
applicant shall provide notice to the Pinelands Commission by email, regular mail
or delivery of the same to the principal office of the Commission at least five days
prior to such meeting, hearing or other formal proceeding. Such notice shall
contain at least the following information:

@ The name and address of the applicant;

(b) The application number of the Certificate of Filing issued by the Pinelands
Commission and the date on which it was issued,;



(© The date, time and location of the meeting, hearing or other formal
proceeding;

(d) The name of the approval agency or representative thereof that will be
conducting the meeting, hearing or other formal proceeding;

(e Any written reports or comments received by the approval agency on the
application for development that have not been previously submitted to the
Commission; and

()] The purpose for which the meeting, hearing or other formal proceeding is
to be held.

Notice of approvals and denials. The Pinelands Commission shall be notified of
all approvals and denials of development in the Pinelands Area, whether the
approval occurs by action or inaction of any approval agency or an appeal of any
agency's decision. The applicant shall, within five days of the approval or denial,
give notice by email or regular mail to the Pinelands Commission. Such notice
shall contain the following information:

@) The name and address of the applicant;

(b) The legal description and street address, if any, of the parcel that the
applicant proposes to develop;

(©) The application number of the Certificate of Filing issued by the Pinelands
Commission and the date on which it was issued,;

(d) The date on which the approval or denial was issued by the approval
agency;

(e) Any written reports or comments received by the approval agency on the
application for development that have not been previously submitted to the
Commission;

()] Any revisions to the application not previously submitted to the
Commission; and



(9) A copy of the resolution, permit or other documentation of the approval or
denial. If the application was approved, a copy of any preliminary or final
plan, plot or similar document that was approved shall also be submitted.

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon final passage and publication in
accordance with law.

SECTION 4: This ordinance shall take effect after second reading and publication as required
by law.
